It is unclear when the temple was founded. This temple was originally 
called Wat Pa Yeah (the temple of bamboo grove). In 1434 the Chedi 
(Pagoda) was struck by lightning and revealed the Emerald Buddha 
which was hidden inside. Since then the temple had been called 
Wat Phra Kaew. 





























Wat Phra Kaew 


Wat Phra Kaew was founded as Wat Pa Yiah or 
Temple of the Bamboo Grove. It was named for a 
species of bamboo native to Chiang Rai. In 1434, 

the Emerald Buddha was revealed to be enshrined 
in the temple stupa. This auspicious event caused 
the people of Chiang Rai to rename the temple 

“Wat Phra Kaew”or Temple of the Emerald Buddha. 
The holy image now resides in the sanctuary at 

Wat Phra Sri Ratanasadaram in the Grand Palace 

at Bangkok. 
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Phra Chedi 

The Phra Chedi dates from the founding of the 
temple and is where the Emerald Buddha was 
revealed when struck by lightning in 1434. 

It is eight-sided and was renovated for the first 
time between 1952 and 1954. H.R.H. Princess 
Galayani Wattana presided over the ceremony 
to raise the chatr on November 26, 1998. 


Phra Uposatha (a consecrated chapel) Built in 1890 A.D. in Chiang Saen style. The Presiding 
Buddha image, Phra Chao Lanthong is the largest, most beautiful Palava style Buddha image 
in Thailand, 
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In 1434 A.D., lightning struck this Lanna style Pagoda i 
causing it to crack open and reveal the Emerald | 
Buddha, currently residing in Bangkok. 


Phra Ubosot 

The Phra Ubosot is built in the Chiang Saen style, 
which is characterized by its small, intimate scale. 
It resembles the mother hen protecting her progeny 
and gives those within a sense of security as well 
as that of prosperity. The current building was 
constructed in 1890, It was first renovated in 1960. 
The most recent renovation was begun in 2006 and . 
was completed with the raising of the cho fah on 
February 13, 2007 by H.R.H. Princess Maha Chakri 
Sirindhorn, 
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Ho Phra Yoke 


Ho Phra Yoke Chiang Rai is built in the Lanna 
style. Phra Buddha Ratanakorn Navutti Wassa 
nusornmongkol or the Jade Buddha of Chiang 
Rai presides within. The interior has been 
painted with murals depicting the history of 

* the Emerald Buddha as well as murals showing 
the creation of the Phra Yoke Chiang Rai and 
its entrance into the city. H.R.H. Princess 
Galayani Wattana presided over the opening of 
the sanctuary on November 26, 1998

Hong Luang Saengkaew 

Hong Luang Saengkaew was built to preserve the 
heritage of Wat Phra Kaew and serves as its 
museum. The foundation was laid on November 
6, 1995. The funding for the building was donated 
by Khun Amara Saengkaew Muniganonta. H.R.H. 
Princess Maha Chakri Sirindhorn graciously 
presided over the opening on February 13, 2007.
